Press, who met the senator upon his 
return to Washington from Rhode 
Island, where he had been in con­ 
sultation with his political associates. 
“I have decided not to be a candi­ 
date again,” said the senator, “Since 
something of my plans have leaked 
out already, I would be glad to have 
you to make that statement. I had 
not intended to say anything for a 
few days, as I would have preferred 
to have apprised my friends in Wash 
ington of my plans personally, but I 
suppose it is ju st as well as it is.” 
Mr. Aldrich talked freely of his de 
term ination to retire, ill health alone 
dictated his decision.

KING TO WELCOME ROOSEVELT. 


Unusual 
Courtesies 
Await 
Former 
President, Who Will Deliver 
Lecture. 


Christiania, April 18.—Col. Roose­ 
velt on his arrival here May 4 will 
be received at the station by Xing 
Hakkon, members of the Nobel Com­ 
mittee and the highest state and city 
officials. 
He will be driven through decor­ 
ated streets to the castle, where he 
will be the guest of the King. 
H erbert D. Pierce, the American 
Minister, will give a luncheon to 
Col. Roosevelt,, both the King and 
Queen attending. The same evening 
Their Majesties will give a state din­ 
ner and later a reception. Mr. Roose­ 
velt will deliver his* Nobel lecture 
at the National Theater and will be 
the guest of the Nobel Committee at 
a banquet The university will confer 
upon the former President a degree 
on the morning of May 6. 


Mho WHI Be Lender. 
There will be speculation in the 
senate at once over the question of 
leadership after Mr. Aldrich’s term 
expires. There is no rule or preced­ 
ent under which the mantle of lead­ 
ership goes with the chairm anship of 
the finance committee. In fact, there 
was no one man leadership in the 
senate prior to the last few years. 
The control was exercfsed by half a 
dozen men including Aldrich, Hale, 
former Senator Spooner and the late 
Senators Platt of Connecticut. Han­ 
na of Ohio and Allison of Iowa. 
With the 
gradual 
retirem ent 
of 
these men by reason of death or po­ 
litical exigencies, the “Big Six” as 
they were called, was reduced to 
two. Senator Hale assumed the chair­ 
manship of the appropriation com­ 
mittee and his time since then has 
been given almost entirely to that 
committee. 
In view of the hard fight Senator 
Hale is having in Maine where his 
re-election is opposed by Judge Pow­ 
ers, rum ors were heard that he might 
not care to serve another term. Some 
of his colleagues said when Mr. Ald- 
drich 
leaves the senate Mr. 
Hale 
would not want to stay. No conflrma 
ti on could be had of these rumors 
however. His close friends united in 
the declaration that he was not the 
man to retire under fire. 


Washington, April 18.—By an al­ 
most unanimous vote the house to­ 
day surrendered to public sentiment 
and passed a drastic bill providing 
for the making public of all cam 
paign contributions in elections in­ 
volving the selection of members of 
congress. The unanimity with which 
the bill passed in the house is an In­ 
teresting commentary on the crafti­ 
ness of the 
politicians 
who 
had 
charge of the measure in committee, 
for this is the same bill that the 
committee on Election of President 
and Members of congress was at­ 
tempting to put to sleep in commit­ 
tee. The bill was gotten out of com­ 
mittee only through a coup by dem­ 
ocrats and insurgents on the com­ 
mittee when they caught the major­ 
ity napping. Yet once out of the pri­ 
vacy of the committee room and in 
full glare of publicity on the floor 
of the house, the republicans who 
had sought to smother the bill vot­ 
ed for it as though they really ap­ 
proved it. 
The sole exception to 
this rule was Representative Mann. 
who voted against the passage of 
the bill on the alleged ground that 
it exempts newspapers from the op­ 
erations of the act. 
The bill still has to run the gaunt­ 
let of the senate committee and the 
senate itself. For a long time Sena­ 
tor Burrows, the chairman of the 
senate 
committee 
which 
will deal 
with the bill, refused to commit him­ 
self on this legislation, but today, 
after it was assured that the bill 
would go through the house unani­ 
mously, Senator Burrows said that hp 
is not opposed to such legislation and 
that the bill will receive due con­ 
sideration when it reaches his com­ 
mittee. Senator Burrows was not par­ 
ticularly explicit as to what he meant 
by due consideration. 
In brief, the bill provides that ev­ 
ery political committee identified with 
elections for the selection of mem­ 
bers of congress shall have a chair­ 
man and treasurer who shall keep a 
detailed account of all money re­ 
ceived by or promised to such a com­ 
mittee, with the name of the giver, 
and shall keep a detailed account of 
all expenditures of these moneys, anc 
that a report of all receipts and dis 
bursements by such committees shall 
De filed with the clerk of the house 
of representatives in W ashington un­ 
der oath, not more than fifteen days 
and not less than ten days before the 
election. A final detailed statem ent 
under oath must also be filed thirty 
days after the election. The penalty 
for violating the act is a fine not ex 
ceeding $1,000 or imprisonment not 
exceeding one year or both.

Robert W. Patterson, president and 
editor-in-chief of the Chicago Tri­ 
bune, died in 
the 
Hotel 
Bellevue- 
Stratford, Philadelphia, last Friday, 
of apoplexy. f.Vfr. Patterson had been 
staying in Philadelphia for the last 
month, 
taking occasional 
trips 
to 
adjacent 
seashore 
resorts 
for 
his 
health, but was not thought to be 
seriously ill. a few days before his 
death he was stricken with apoplexy 
but Mas thought to be on the road to 
recovery until he suffered a relapse 
on 
Friday 
evening, 
passing 
away 
within a few minutes. 
Mr. Patterson was born in Chicago 
3ixty years ago and educated in the 
public schools and in the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago. Leaving college be 
studied law for a while, but he suf­ 
fered great financial losses in the 
great Chicago fire and was obliged 
to turn in and work. He secured a 
position on the Chicago Times, but 
shortly left that paper to go with 
the Chicago in terio r '*

A year and a half more found 
him with the Tribune as assistant 
night city editor and he had since 
remained with that paper. When he 
first became connected with the Tri­ 
bune Morace White was editor, but 
he shortly sold out to Joseph Me­ 
rlin and under his management Mr. 
Patterson began his march upward. 
He began as dram atic critic, then 
became 
editorial 
writer, 
telegraph 
editor, Washington correspondent and 
managing editor and on the death of 
Mr. Medill Mas made editor-in-chief. 
A few years prior to Mr. Medill’s 
death Mr. Patterson married Miss 
Eleanor Medill. a daughter of the 
owner of the Tribune, who with two 
children 
a son 
and 
a daughter— 
survive him. Joseph Medill Patter son, 
the son, is the well knoMn author 
and playwright, one 
of 
his 
plays, 
The Fourth Estate,’’ is now having 
a successful run In this country. The 
latter is thirty-one years old and 
secretary of the Tribune Company. 
The daughter of the deceased is the 
Countess Gizycki. 
A tragic coincidence of last FYi- 
day in the Patterson family was the 
death of the mother of Mr. Patterson 
in Chicago, only a short time before 
the son s end. A telegram reached 
the Bellevue-Stratford half an hour 
after his death telling of his moth­ 


e r s 
passing away. Mrs. Patterson, 
who was eighty-8ix years old, died 
suddenly of pneumonia. 
Raymond A. Patterson, a brother 
of Mr. Patterson and for many years 
b^ad of the Tribune’s Washington 
bureau, died only last November.

Washington, April 18—By an al- 


most unanimous vote the house to- 
day surrendered to public sentiment 
and passed a drastic bill providing 
for the making public of all cam- 
paign contributions In elections in- 
volving the selection of members of 
congress The unanimity with which 
the bill passed in the house is an In- 
teresting commentary on the crafti- 
ness of the 
politicians 
who 
had 


charge of the measure In committee, 
for this is the same bill that-the 
committee on Election of President 
and Members of congress was at- 
tempting to put to sleep in commit- 
tee The bill was gotten out of com- 
mittee only through a coup by dem- 
ocrats and Insurgents on the com- 
mittee when they caught the major- 
ity napping Yet once out of the pri- 
vacy of the committee room and in 
full glare of publicity on the floor1 


of the house the republicans who 
had sought to smother the bill vot- 
ed for it as though they really ap- 
proved it 
The sole exception to 


this rule was Representative Mann 
who voted against the passage of 
the bill on the alleged ground that 
it exempts newspapers from the op- 
erations of the act 


The bill still has to run the gaunt- 


let of the senate committee and the 
senate itself For a long time Sena- 
tor Burrows the chairman of the 
senate committee which will deal 
with the bill refused to commit him- 
self on this legislation 
but today 


after It was assured that the bill 
would go through the house unani- 
mously Senator Burrows said that he 
Is not opposed to such legislation and 
that the bill will receive due con- 
sideration when It reaches his com- 
mittee Senator Burrows was not par- 
ticularly explicit as -to what he- meant 
by due consideration 


In brief the bill provides that ev- 


ery political committee identified with 
elections for the selection of tnem- 
'bers of congpress shall' have- a- etmliw 
*man and treasurer who shall keep a 
detailed account of all money re- 
ceived by or promised to such a com- 
'mittee with the name of the giver 
and shall keep a1 detailed account of 
all expenditures of these moneys, and 
that a report of all receipts and dis- 
bursements by such committees shall 
be filed with the clerk of the house 
of representatives In Washington Hin- 
der oath not more than fifteen days 
and not less than ten' days before- the 
election A final detailed statement 
under oath must also be filed thirty 
days after the election The penalty 
for violating the act is a fine not ex- 
ceeding Jl.OOO' or Imprisonment not 
exceeding one year or both

Some conception of the quantity of 


mud contained in tnis water, can be 
had from the further deduction that 
you would get about five grams of 
mud in each loaf of bread or batch 
of biscuit your coffee and tea would 
contain about 20 grains ot Oklahoma 
soil and microbes per cup and should 
have enough color to require very 
little admixture of tea or coffee to 
appear pleasing

Carrying this thought further any- 


one using this- water to the extent 
of two quarts daily would increase 
his v» eight five pounds In one year, 
providing his system could assimi-

gallons of this matter per day Its 
pumps handle 8119 pounds of mud

the bill passed In the house is an In 
terestlng commentary on the cfaftl 
ness of the 
politicians 
who 
had 


charge of the measure In committee 
for this Is the same bill that->the 
committee on Election of Preslden 
•and Members of congress was at 
tempting to put to sleep in commit 
tee The bill was gotten out of com 
mlttee only through a coup by dem 
ocrats and insurgents on the com 
mittee when they caught the major 
Ity napping Yet once out of the pri 
vacy of the committee room and in 
full glare of publicity on tne floor 
of the house the republicans who 
had sought to smother the bill vot- 
ed for it as though they really ap- 
proved it 
The sole exception to 


this rule was Representative Mann 
who voted against the passage o! 
the bill on the alleged ground thai 
it exempts newspapers from the op- 
erations of the act 


The bill still has to run the gaunt- 


let of the senate committee and the 
senate itself For a long time Sena 
tor Burrows the chairman of the 
senate committee which 
will dea 


with the bill refused to commit him- 
self on this legislation but today 
after it was assured that the bil 
would go through the house unani- 
mously Senator Burrows said that h 
is not opposed to such legislation am 
that the bill will receive due con 
sideratlon when It reaches his com 
mlttee Senator 'Burrows was not par 
tlcUlarly explicit as -to what he- meant 
by due consideration 


In brief the bill provides that ev 


ery political committee Identified with 
elections for the selection of mem 
'hers of eo»»r««s- shall1 liiwe- a- <*»»rv 
<roan and treasurer who shall keep a 
detailed account of all money re- 
ceived by or promised to such a com* 
'mittee with the name of the giver 
and shall keep a1 detailed account o 
all expenditures of these moneys, and 
that a report of all receipts and dis 
bursements by such committees shal 
be flled with the clerk of the housi 
of representatives in Washington nn! 
der oath not more than fifteen day; 
and not less than ten' days before- the 
election A final detailed statemen 
under oath must also be flled thirty 
days after the election The penalty 
for violating the act is a fine not ex 
ceeding $1,000* or Imprisonment not 
exceeding one year or both
